What U Left of Depew's Reputation. 


HE wreck of Chauncey M. Dcpew's reputation 
is alarming, If It is a symptom of the disease 
which is eating at the heart of American lifo 
to-day. 
There Is loo much reason to believe 


that It is. 


Here Is a man, past three-score and ten. 


who all his llfo long has enjoyed the esteem of 


|he country for his great abilities, his culture, his seeming 
character and his sunny, genial disposition. 
His lines 


Imve been cast in pleasant places. 
The richest family in 


America took him up as a young man and made him Its 
adviser in matters of business, and ever since then he has 
been Its spokesman and representative. 


Innumerable corporations have associated him with them 


because of his supposed integrity and his high reputation. 
He has been signally honored at home and abroad, and in 
the evening of his life he was sent by flic greatest State in 
the Union to be Its representative in the Senate of the 
United States. In one word, Chauncey M. Dcpew has been 
generally regarded for thirty years as typical of all that 
Is best in our civilization. 


And now comes the report that this man has admitted 


that, while one of the guardians and trustees of a widows' 
•nd orphans' fund, he voted for a loan of their money guar- 
anteed by himself, then repudiated his guarantee and In- 
formed his creditors that the guarantee was illegal, with 
the result that (hey lost the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars he had obtained. All this time, too, the widows nnd 
orphans were paying him $20,000 a year as their legal coun- 
sel and 525 for every directors' meeting, whether he at- 
tended It or not. 


Cnn it be possible that tho lust for mon"y, money, al- 


ways more money, Is destroying the moral fiber of the 
ration? Tliero have of late been many indications that it 
Is, and the case of Chauncey M. Depew makes It .seem

A Condemned Man's Rights of Appeal. 


HE sensational developments in the case of 
Johann Hoch are sure to cause fresh discus- 
sion of the mooted question of an Impoverished 
prisoner's right to take an appeal to tho Su- 
preme Court. 
Iloch was to have been hanged 


and Gov. Dcneen, who had already stayed 
execution once, declined to intervene again 


nnless assured that ITorh was provided with means to per- 
fect hi.s appeal. 
For 
this purpose the 
prisoner needed 


?l,1t:o to bear the cost of writing up the evidence and other 
Incidental expense':. 
As he had not raised the money his 


death seemed certain. That he is still living is due solely 
to the fact that at tho last moment the needed sum was 
fllised. 


In the melodrama tic circumstances attending his escape 


from the gallows a large part of the public will find reason 
for believing that the present procedure ns regards appeal 
needs to be amended. 
All must be equal before the law 


and obviously there cannot be perfect equality if a poor 
man, bec.-nuse of his poverty, cannot obtain the same privi- 
leges that a man of means could obtain. It is because of 
this principle that many lawyers, doubtless, will hold that 
"there should be a law which would enable a condemned 
man to appeal his case to the Supreme Court if he so de- 
sires and the State should pay tho expenses in case the 
person is without funds." 


The problem presents many difficulties. 
If a poor man 


may throw the burden of expense for an appeal on the 
State, practically all condemned prisoners will be likely to 
assert poverty and demand similar privileges. 
Many law- 


yers, furthermore, believe that the tendency of the tlma 
should be toward limiting the facilities for appeal Instead of 
Increasing them. Were appeals barred In all ordinary cases 
there could be no complaint of unequal treatment. What- 
ever view may be taken, the Iloch case suggests that some- 
thing is wrong in the present system, since It makes dis- 
crimination possible. 
The question how that discrimina- 


tion can be avoided is worthy of the thoughtful attention of 
jurists.—Chicago News.
